Washington, June 7.— Freight on the 
United States Steel corporation lines 
from tile Mesabi and other ore sec­ 
tions in the Superior region w ill fur­ 
nish one of the heads of proceedings 
against the United States Steel cor­ 
poration if the administration decides 
on proceedings after reading the re­ 
port of Herbert Knox- Smith, commis­ 
sioner of corporations, on the opera­ 
tions of the corporation. 
This is the opinion of Representa­ 
tive Stanley of Kentucky, chairman 
of the special house committee which 
is investigating the steel corporation. 
“ The department of justice will dis­ 
cover, from a perusal of the hearing* 
already held before this committee,’ 
said Mr. Stanley, “ that 
there 
hav* 
been violations of other than the anti 
trust laws.” 
W ithin about ten days the results ol 
the investigation by the bureau of cor­ 
porations of the United States Steel 
corporation w ill be placed on the desk 
of President Taft.

tendered Ii is resignation to the board ! 
of trustees of the institution, to take 
effect in June, 1912. 
The board, unan­ 
imous in its opposition to the presi 
dent’s resignation, accepted upon Ii is 
insistence. 
Dr. Bridgman has been contemplat­ 
ing this move for two years, according 
to members of the board, and is carry­ 
ing out his intention, as expressed two 
years ago to Vice President W ym an 
and others of the board, to retire as 
soon as he had completed the raising 
of the $200,000 endowment fund, bring­ 
ing tile total endowment of the uni­ 
versity up to nearly a million d o llars. 
The last of the fund was subscribed 
last week.
